Remain Nominally the Same, But With Such Encouragement That the 


Independents Are Holding Out for $2 Coke.

•was no time nor any opportunities for 
this -work; hesides, the appraisers did 
not want io be compelled t<> answer, 
or to decline to answer, any questions 
concerning the appraisement.

not to answer them; to looic and to 
listen, bu- not to talk or to tell. Each 
appraiser made his own notes during 
the inspection. These are now being 
considered in joint session and fitted 
to common agreement. The time being 
spent on this -wort indicates an earn- 
est desire to reach a just conclusion 
in each. case. 


Some of the options taken con- 


template an immediate increase In 
the number of ovens at the plants 
•which will aJd materially to the ag- 
gregate capacity ol the new company; 
for example, the Isabella property ot 
3,000 acres of coal will carry with it 
a plant of 1,600 ovens, while Thomp- 
son-Connellsville's 400 orens are be- 
ing increased to 800 and Tower Hill 
contemplates 1,000 ovens instead of 
500 as at present. Other developments 
in view insure the commanding 
fu- 


ture ot the n.erger. 


It is now the generally accepted 


opinion that tie coke merger is an as- 
sured fact, and this is confirmed by 
an operator who stands close to the 
merger managers. He soys: "I have 
it straight that there will be y. merger 
on the basis of the plants now under 
option, that is the plants which will be 
acceptable as to price, and I think all 
of them with possibly a few excep- 
tions are satisfactorily optioned. The 
prime object of the new company will 
be to maintain coke prices at a profit- 
able level. This it will 6e in position 
to practically do. The larger inde- 
pendent interests will cooperate 
in 


this design, and the smaller operators 
will be unwise not to go along peace- 
ably and prosperously, 
because any 


antagonistic course on tiiflr 
part 


might invite dangerous retaliation. It 
may be found advantageous to all In- 
terests for the consolidated company 
to handle the product of the little fel- 
lows. Such an arrangeemnt would in- 
sure the latter good prices and enable 
the former to protect the market at ail 
times. It would insure stability to the 
coke trade and avoid all attempts at 
rate-cutting.

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THE WIDENING AREA 
OF THE CONNELLSVU-LE REGION. 


The area of the Conaellsville coke 


region is rapidly widening. The old 
boundary lines -wtre long since broken 
through and the coke region Is over- 
flowing from Fayette and "Westmore- 
land counties into Greene and Wash- 
ington, with the possibility that It 
may extend into the West Virginia 
Penhandle. 


Time was, not long 
since, 
when 


there was no Connellsville coke save 
that manufacture^ within the narrow 
strip ot coal territory between Mount 
Pleasant on the north and Fairchance 
on the south. The southern portion 
of Fayette county, now known as the 
Lower 
Connellsville region, Is the 


growth of a decade. 
Ten years ago

coke 
Numerous tests were made, 


but the results were declared to be 
unsatisfactory, and those 
who had 


" large tracts of the coal under opiion 


at from ?25 to $35 per acre abandoned 
their rights of purchase. 


It was not until Josiab V. Thompson 


got into the game that the true merits 
of the Lower Conaellsville field were 
demonstrated to the satisfaction of 
capital. The Federal Steel Company 
was the first b!; consumer of Con- 
nellBvttle coke tc announce its appre- 
ciation of Lower Connellsville region 
col.e, and this company did so in a 
very practical and convincing manner 
by purchasing large tracts of rho coal 
and erecting big roking plants there- 
on. The Federal Stee! Company was 
later merged wl»h the United States 
Steel Corporation and its plants are 
now a portion of the Frick operations. 


A* • matter of fact 'demonstrated 


by rwpnatsd practical test-; the cokir.g 
coals of both these regions vary wide- 
ly in their character and excellence. 
In the Connellsv.IIe region, for exam- 
ple, there is sonic coking coal which 
is decidedly Inferior to much of the 
Lower Connellsville coal, 
and 
vice 


versa, though upon the 
whole 
the 


basin coal makes the coke of highest 
excellence. 
The coking district north 


of Latrobe is geologically a portion 
of the ConneUsville basin, 
but 
the 


character of the c-oal changes so ma- 
terially that the coke from this region 
has never been classified as true Con- 
neilsvUle coke, but has taken a dis- 
tlr.ctive name of Itw own. The Greens- 
burg basin is not geologically a por- 
tion of the Connellsville region, but it 
is evidently a deiached portion, and 
Its coke sells In the market quite as 
freely and gives as good satisfaction 
as most of the Connellsville coke ia 
the northern end of the region. 
The 


coal on the eastern outcrop of the Ir- 
•wtn basin has beer, manufactured and 
sold for Connells\ille coke and has 
stood the test of use with leasonable 
sadsfaction. 
The same may be said 


for the Ligonier district cokes. Some 
at the coaJs on the western outcrop of 
the PIttsburg seata 
in 
Washington 


county make coke which approaches 
near enough to Ccnnellsvllle coke in 
Its chemical and physical properties 
as to be able to *-nter into competi- 
tion. Last but not least, the consum- 
ing world Is now satisfied that the 
Greene county 3eld is capable of mak- 
ing coke just as good as that produced 
In the Lower Connellsville region. 
• The Connellsville coke region of the 
future will covf-r a much larger scope 
of territory than was ever dreamed of 
by the pioneer operators, but its pos- 
sible limits are nevertheless well de- 
fined, and tnena is little or no dan- 
ger of present coal land 
values 
in 


the broadened Connellsville field be- 
ing serloujly disturbed by a flood of 
new acreage from later developments 
outside of the region's present and 
prospective boundai las. 


THE CORPORATION 
INCOME TAX LAW. 


The Corporation Income Tax law 


hai been trained at last and submitted 
to the Senate and to the People. The 
press is apparently giving It thought- 
ful 
and 
deliberate 
consideration. 


There is a large volume of silence 
concerning it ia the editorial columns 
and the legislative halls, but the noise 
will soon begin, in the latter and find 
Its echoes in the former. 


The corporation tax is primarily a 


revenue measure and is consequently 
not expected to be entirely equitable. 
There is no taxation quite so arbitrary 
as some forms of federal taxation. 
The corporation Lax is arbitrary, but 
It is justitiable chiefly because Con- 
gress has power to impose it, and it 
will be popular because the word cor- 
poration is associated in the common 
mind with the unspeakable Trusts. 


The particular injustice of the law, 


as we have already pointed out, is 
that 
It imposes 
A BURDENSOME 


SPECIAL TAX ON COMBINATIONS 
OF CAPITAL WHICH ARE CHIEF- 
LY UNGAGED IN DEVELOPING THE 
RESO URGES OF THE 
COUNTRY 


AND 
GIVING EMPLOYMENT AT 


LIBERAL WAGES TO ARMIES OF 
SKILLED AND UNSKILLED LABOR; 
the Capital that makes the wheels go 
'round, and briaga prosperity and hap- 
piness to all tbe people; WHILE THE

The Corrupt Practises Act add the 


Uniform Primary Act maKe a sight of 
trouble for candidates be they ever 
so honest, and it is a question wheth- 
er they have effected any real re- 
iornis; but of the two '.aws, the Corrupt 
Practises Act is the preferable legis- 
lation. It 
has 
possibly 
prevented 


some corruption, though its provisions 
are systematically evaded and ignored. 
We know from experience that 
the 


Uniform Primary Act has enabled the 
voters of one party to seriously influ- 
ence if'not actually dictate the nomi- 
nees o[ another. It has thus pervert- 
ed the primary system and made its 
(last condition worse than its first. It 
has encouraged bribery, promoted per- 
jury and made a new market for the 
sale of political franchises. 


In view ot our 
experiences with 


these new laws- we are not far from 
tha final conclusion that the Uniform 
Primary Act should be repealed and 
the Corrupt Practises Act so amended 
that the candidate himself, or his ap- 
pointed treaburer, shall alone pay the 
expenses of the campaign, taking re- 
colptp for each and every payment 
si'tting forth what it is made for. Item- 
izing such expenditures m his account 
atul filing the \ouchert> therefor with 
the statement. 


THE CORPORATION,. 
INCOME TAX TROUBLESOME.' 


President Taft and his advisers find 


i« difficult to frame a Corporation In- 
come Tax measure that will attain the 
end sought without colliding with cir- 
cumstances* or the Constitution. 


The necessity of eliminating the 


. small corporations, which are virtual 
partnerships, is now admitted; but just 
where to draw the line between the 
big and the littlo ones has not been 
fully determined; and no attempt has 
been made to reconcile the inconsis- 
tency if not tho illegality Of imposing 
such a tax on corporations and not up- 
on individuals, upon stockholders and 
not upon bondholders. 


It is also pointed out that the law. no 


matter how carefully framed, will in 
all probability be evaded, as many 
loopholes suggest themselves, 


But probably thp worst feature of 


the proposition is that It promises to 
deiay final acifon on the Tariff bill un- 
til August.

NEW CAR SEAL. 


Novel Experiment Being Made by the 


New York Central. 


The New York Central lines, 
in- 


cluding the Pittsbnrg & Lake Erie, are 
testing a new system for sealing cars. 
[The lock is very simple, a pin through 
a staple and hasp, much like the ordi- 
nary barn door sort, with this differ- 
ence that the pin drops into a slot 
where it is secured to place by a paste- 
board car seal. The security is based 
on the fact that the pin cannot be 
withdrawn without the removal and 
destruction or tearing of the seal, and' 
the seals are so large that their ab- 
sence can be noted by a man beside 
the track, even when the car is in 
motion. 


The loss sustained by railroads by 


car thieves in a single year is enor- 
mous. Thorough policing 6f the tracks 
and especially the yards, has to a 
great extent broken up the gangs of 
robbers. The Pittsburg yards are 
thoroughly covered by officers 
who 


have been tested in running fights 
with thieves, so that only a stranger 
or an amateur now attempts to enter 
the yards, without a good excuse for 
being there.
